The function of this appendix is to provide the reader with brief descriptions 
of the iconography and inscriptions of royal and imperial seals and bullae 
from the period c.1050-c.1250 and to point them to the relevant catalogues or 
literature where fuller descriptions and often reproductions of these seals can 
be found. As charters and seals have yet to be subject to the kind of digiti- 
sation projects that are now commonplace for manuscripts, few of the seals 
in this appendix can be seen online. A handful of the seals described below 
have been digitised and when a seal (or its matrix) is available online a link 
is provided.
